1) Situation in Novorossisysk Port on 5 April 1956 ( See attached sketch 1 

The merchant ship loaded crude oil on 6 April past while berthed 
at the ususal petroleum pier (south side, berth No. 31, bow“to shore). 

the petroleum pier is equipped with four pipes, two to a side, and probably 
connected to each other. On the right side, the two pipes are furnished 
with nine connections, whereas the left side has only seven, 'these conn- 
ections permit attaching hoses varying from 120 mm to 300 mm diameter; 

The railroad track on the pier usually carries hand cars; 

The petroleum pier has not been extended 120 meters, but the arm men- 
tioned in the above report does exist. The merchant ship, 130 meters 
long, had its bow 20 meters from the end of said arm and the stem ex- 
tended about 5 meters beyond the other end. The "arm" was therefore 
approximately 155 meters in length. 

The grain elevator pier is served by two tracks, one on the right and 
one on the left of the main structure • Both tracks are in operation. 

The pipeline connecting the wells or tanks of crude oil to Novorossiysk
